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TEXAS LATIN TOURNAMENT 


The Latin department of the Waco high school takes an enthusiastic interest in the 
Texas Latin Tournament which is held each year in April. Preparation for the event begins 
in the spring immediately after the contest and all classes reap the benefit of more careful 
teaching and unflaging interest. 


As evidenced by the results of the district tournament the Waco teams for 1930 were 
unusually strong. They won eight first places out of a possible ten, five second places out 
of a possible seven, and five of the six loving cups offered for the highest average made by 
cchool teams. 


In the essay contest C. L. Mortis, Gary McCall, and Stephen Huff won first place in 
their respective classes and William Snow, second place. 


In the test taken on April 11 the January beginners, Frank Crippen and Joseph French 
made an average of 96.22. In the first year group Mildred Sterling won first place with a 
grade of 100. The first year team, Mildred Sterling and Olivia Guderian, with an average 
of 99.125 won the loving cup. 


In the second year Mary Elewe Therrell and Jimmie Bell Fitzpatrick won first and second 
place respectively and the loving cup for highest team average. Thornton Sterling and Mary 
Powell did the same for third year and A. J. Smith and Mary Loughridge for fourth year. 


The third and fourth year cups are now the permanent property of the school, having 
been won for three years in succession.
